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Voters to nominate state candidates

Green County voters will 
cast their ballots Tuesday 
in the primary election to 
choose candidates for state 
offices. 

Polls are open from 6 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. and voters in line 
at 6 p.m. will be allowed to 
vote. Turnout is expected to 


be light as contentious cam¬ 
paign on the Republican gov¬ 
ernor’s primary has turned 
off many voters. Green 
County’s top election official, 
County Clerk Billy Joe Lowe, 
predicts local turnout to be 
about 20 percent. James 
Comer, the Republican gu¬ 
bernatorial candidate who 
served as Green County’s 
Kentucky House of Repre¬ 


sentatives member for more 
than 10 years, said statewide 
the turnout is expected to be 
12 percent. 

During Tuesday’s vot¬ 
ing, one precinct, east 
Greensburg, will have a 
new location. Previously, 
voters in that precinct cast 
their ballots at the Green 
County Middle School. 
However, since the school 


district needed to make up 
days from inclement winter 
weather, the polling location 
will be moved to the Board 
of Education office on East 
Hodgenville Avenue. 

Republican voters will 
have four races on which 
to vote and Democrats will 
have three. 

In the Republican gu¬ 
bernatorial race James R. 


Comer, Hal Heiner, Will T. 
Scott and Matt Bevin vie for 
the nomination to the state’s 
top elected position. For the 
Democrats Geoff Young and 
Jack Conway contest the 
nomination. 

The Republicans will also 
make choices for candidates 
for attorney general, state

Protesters recently 
mounted a successful bid to 
stop the Bluegrass Pipeline 
project, a natural gas liquids 
pipeline proposed bv Wil¬ 


liams and Boardwalk Pipe¬ 
line Partners that would run 
from the Marcellus/Utica re¬ 
gion to the Gulf Coast. The 
Kentucky Legislature and 
courts disallowed the use of 
eminent domain for the proj¬ 
ect, which effectively ended 
it.

Goodbye, Child Care Costs ... 
Hello, College Savings Opportunities 


If you’re a working parent, you know 
firsthand about the difficulties of find¬ 
ing quality, affordable care for your chil¬ 
dren. But eventually, your kids head off 
to school, and those child care bills go 
away, or at least diminish greatly. When 
that happens, you could start putting away 
money for another one of your children’s 
milestones: college. 

Just how expensive is child care? Costs 
vary greatly among the 50 states, but the 
national average for a 4-year-old at a child 
care center is approximately $7,880 per 
year, according to Child Care Aware of 
America, a child care resource and re¬ 
ferral agency sponsored by the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Health and Human Services. 
What could you do with this money once 
your child enters kindergarten? 

Of course, not all schools provide all¬ 
day kindergarten, so you still may have 
some child care costs. For the purposes of 
illustration, let’s presume you can finally 
say “goodbye” to child care costs when 
your child is in first grade, and let’s also 
assume your child is attending a public 
school. If you invested that $7,880 ev¬ 
ery year for 12 years, until your child 
reaches 18, you could accumulate more 
than $150,000 in a tax-advantaged col¬ 
lege savings account, such as a 529 plan 
— assuming the money was placed in a 
hypothetical investment that earned 7% 
per year. (Keep in mind, though, that the 
word “hypothetical” means exactly that, 
because whenever you put money in any 
variable investment, there are no guaran¬ 
tees.) 

Actually, earnings in a 529 plan accu¬ 
mulate and are distributed tax free, pro¬ 
vided they are used for qualified higher 


and a 10% IRS penalty on the earnings.) 
Also, your 529 plan contributions may be 
deductible from your state taxes. Howev¬ 
er, 529 plans vary, so be sure to check with 
your tax advisor regarding deductibility. 

A 529 plan offers other benefits, too. 
For one thing, the lifetime contribution 
limits are generous; while these limits 
vary by state, some plans allow contribu¬ 
tions well in excess of $200,000. And a 
529 plan is flexible: If your child decides 
against college or vocational school, you 
can transfer the unused funds to anotherl 
family member, tax and penalty free. 

A 529 plan is a widely used choice for 
college savings, but it is not your only op¬ 
tion. You could also consider a Coverdell 
Education Savings Account, which, like a 
529 plan, can generate tax-free earnings 
if the money is used for higher education 
expenses. You can typically only put in a| 
maximum of $2,000 per year to a Cover¬ 
dell account, but it lets you use the funds 
on K-12 and college expenses. 

Whichever college-savings vehicle 
you choose, it will take discipline on your 
part to continue investing in it, year after 
year. And after freeing yourself from those 
child care bills, you can certainly think of| 
other ways to use this “found” money. 
That’s why you might want to automati¬ 
cally move money from your check¬ 
ing or savings account to your 529 plan, 
Coverdell account or other investment 
earmarked for college. As your income 
rises over the years, you can increase the 
amount of these automatic transfers. 

In any case, once those child care bills 
stop, you can put that money to work on 
your children’s behalf. Make the most of| 
this opportunity.

"It's a very good 
program. I love it. It's 
hands-on. I'm looking to 
get certified in NIMS." 
These are the words of 
GCHS student Anthony 
Curry in reference to the 
machine tool technol¬ 
ogy program at Green 
County Area Technol¬ 
ogy Center when speak¬ 
ing to Greensburg Rota¬ 
ry members May 5. 

GCATC instruc¬ 
tor Barry Porter also 
shared with Rotary an 
overview of the ma¬ 
chine tool technology 
program. 

"It is the nuts and 
bolts of everything," 
Porter said. 

According to Porter, 


the program serves 
students in grades 9-12 
from Campbellsville, 
Green and Taylor Coun¬ 
ties. 

He said the program 
offers four different 
classes from the basics 
and beyond. 

"The opportunities 
out of the machine tool 
field are unlimited," 
Porter said. 

He noted that the 
program allows stu¬ 
dents to eventually 
become machine opera¬ 
tors, technicians, CNC 
programmers and even 
to advanced careers in 
machine tool operations 
including engineers. 

In his presentation, 
Porter asked for the 
support of businesses 
and individuals to en¬ 


courage enrollment in 
the local machine tool 
program. 

He mentioned that 
students need to become 


career ready to become 
industry certified. 

To do so, Porter said, 
students must take the 
NIMS test, which is a 


two-part test, perfor¬ 
mance and online. 

During the perfor¬ 
mance section, he said, 
students are required 
to make a machine part 
following specific blue¬ 
print guidelines. 

Machine tool at 
GCATC, Porter said, 
also offers a TRACK 
program, which is a 
pre-apprentice ship 
program, preparing 
students for jobs in the 
field. 

He said, at present, 
the local area tech cen¬ 
ter has partnered with 
Murakami Manufac¬ 
turing USA of Camp¬ 
bellsville to provide 
pre-apprenticeships in 
machine tool. 

"We're putting out 
some awesome stu¬ 


dents," Porter said. 

He mentioned the 
career fair held each 
March at the local cen¬ 
ter and a special project 
that his students are 
engaged in, the building 
of vehicles made for rac¬ 
ing out of a three-inch in 
diameter round block of 
aluminum. 

Porter is seeking 
feedback on the pos¬ 
sibility of an adoption 
program that will help 
financially support stu¬ 
dents in their machine 
tool endeavors, whether 
it be through industry 
certified testing or by 
the offering of scholar¬ 
ships.

USDA seeks 2015 crops, stocks, inventories, values input

During the next 
several weeks, U.S. 
Department of Agri¬ 
culture’s National Ag¬ 
ricultural Statistics 
Service (NASS) will 
conduct two major 
mid-year surveys, the 
June Agricultural Sur¬ 
vey and the June Area 
Survey. The agency will 
survey more than 2,400 
farms across Kentucky 
to determine crop pro¬ 
duction and supplies 
levels in 2015. 

“Due to the wide¬ 


spread impact of its re¬ 
sults, the June Agricul¬ 
tural Surveys are two 
of the most significant 
surveys NASS con¬ 
ducts,” explained David 
Knopf, Kentucky State 
Statistician. 

“Information grow¬ 
ers provide serves as 
the first clear sign of 
the prospective produc¬ 
tion and supply of ma¬ 
jor commodities in the 
United States for the 
2015 crop year.” 

NASS gathers the 
data for the June Agri¬ 
culture Survey online, 


by mail, phone and/or 
farm visits. Growers 
will provide informa¬ 
tion on crop acreage, 
grain stocks, livestock 
inventory, cash rents, 
land values, and value 
of sales. 

NASS will compile 
and analyze the sur¬ 
vey information and 
publish the results in 
a series of USDA re¬ 
ports, including the 
annual Acreage report 
and quarterly Grain 
Stocks report, both 
to be released June 
30, 2015. Survey data

nearly 1,000 miles of the 
existing Tennessee Gas 
Pipeline, which runs 
through Green County, 
into an NGL pipeline 
from Pennsylvania to 
Texas.

A successful lawsuit 
challenging election¬ 
eering restrictions has 
brought changes for 
the primary. Kentucky 
Secretary of State Ali¬ 
son Lundergan Grimes 
said the State Board of 
Elections has approved 
and filed an emergency 
administrative regula¬ 
tion prohibiting elec¬ 
tioneering within 100 
feet of the entrance to a 
polling place on Election 


Day. The emergency ad¬ 
ministrative regulation, 
which is effective imme¬ 
diately, does not apply 
to private property. 

In addition to the 
private property excep¬ 
tion, the emergency ad¬ 
ministrative regulation 
does not prohibit exit 
polling and does not 
apply to bumper stick¬ 
ers affixed to a vehicle 
that is within the 100- 
foot zone for a reason¬ 
able amount of time in 
which to vote. 

The emergency ad¬ 
ministrative regulation 
comes in the wake of an 
April 28 Opinion by the 


United States Court of 
Appeals for the Sixth 
Circuit that a Kentucky 
statute prohibiting elec¬ 
tioneering within 300 
feet of a polling place 
was unconstitutional.

Alternative 1 (the 
green alternative on 
the Greensburg map) 
would include minor 
improvements along 
existing US 68 and 
replacing the existing 
bridge over the Green 
River.

Alternative 2 (the 
yellow alternative on 


the Greensburg map) 
is a new connector 
around Greensburg 
starting on US 68 at 
the Vaughn Curve, 
crossing KY 61 about 
ti-mile north of Pat¬ 
terson Road, cross¬ 
ing Green River and 
ending at KY 3535 in 
northern Greensburg. 
This alternative will 
be developed in three 
phases that will in¬
